College enjoys its biggest budget 


An unexpected windfall of 
$660,000 has suddenly brought 
MPC flush with money, at least 
for the time being. 

The money, which has already 
been designated for a variety 
of projects on campus, came 
from bill, AB 6, passed this 
summer by the California leg- 
islature. 

The bill provides for equal- 
ization of tax bases among poor 
and rich districts, so that the 
MPC District now receives an 
extra cut above what was then 
the normal appropriation. 

One of the expenditures auth- 
orized by the MPC Governing 
Board to make use of the money 
was a 3.87 per cent cost-of-liv- 
ing increase for all the staff, 
as well as an additional $12 


per month across-the-board 
raise for all classified person- 
nel, All the staff also rec- 
eived increased fringe benefits. 
The Learning Center’s devel- 
opment was accelerated through 
use of some of the funds, with 
conversion of facilities ultim- 
ately costing around $10,000, 


according to Dr. George Faul, 
President of MPC. 

The development of a program 
to aid physically handicapped 
students on campus has been 
implemented also. This in- 
volves building ramps and other 
aids to help the student get 
about campus. 


Normally given about $3,000, 
this year the Developmental 
Budget will receive about $12- 
000, The money enables inst- 
ructors to take time to work on 
new and improved curriculum. 
Expenditures for completion of 
campus projects, paving of the 
Music parking lot and improving

Every elective office in the stu- 
dent government will be open to 
all students in the upcoming e- 
lections October first, sSe- 
cond and third. 

According to Marty Omoto, 
MPC Chief Justice, students who 
are interested inbecoming a part 
of the student government should 
go to the student government 
office in the student union to 
find out how to become a Cane 
didate or how they can help the 
government in other ways. 

In the past year many changes 
in student government have been 
made to provide more mean- 
ingful services to students and 
a better government system. 

Some of these changes can be 
seen in the upcoming elections. 

For the first time the student 
center poll will be open atnight. 
Also for the first time, all stu- 
dents may vote - anyone with 
‘/% unit or more, all night stu- 
dents and even teachers who take 
classes. Also, all students may 
run for office. Foreign students 
are especially encouraged to 


take part in the government. 

The elections will runfor three 
days and the polls will be in 
four locations, so volunteers are 
needed to run the polls. At the 
present time there is only one 
slate of candidates being formed 
for the upcoming elections. Most 
of the people on this slate are 
presently holding ASMPC of- 
fices. The athletic department, 
which in the past has produced 
many active student ‘‘public ser- 
vants’’ has tentatively decided 
not to run a slate this term 
because the athletic budget is 
no longer a part of the ASMPC 
budget. . 

Presently, the profits of the 
bookstore and the cafeteria, 
which until this year went to 
ASMPC, go to thedistrict, which 
in turn now funds the athletic 
department. 

Todd Bliss, a council mem- 
ber running for reelection dis- 
cussed some possible directions 
for student government for the 
next semester. He plans to be- 
come active in the campus en- 
vironmental section organiza-

The Student Council justice de- 
partment has begun a move to 
set up student body elections 
by the end of September, al- 
though there are no active cane 
didates at this time. 

The Justice Department, under 
the leadership of Chief Justice 
Marty Omoto, is in the process 
of interpreting the constitution 
which reads that ‘‘elections will 
be held two weeks after the close 
of registration.’’ According to 
Omoto, the question has arisen 
as to whether that reads after 
regular registration or does it 
include late registration? The 
Justice Department feels that the 
question will be ruled on soon 
and elections will take place 
the week of October first. 

When asked if there were any 
active candidates running for 
election, Omoto said, ‘‘not at 
this time, as we are Still in- 
terpreting the constitution, but 
we would encourage anyone who 
has the desire to serve on the 
student council: to contact us.’’

Fall enrollment booms, day and night 


Fall semester registration 
showed a remarkable and unex- 
pected increase in both day and 
evening classes, and went 
smoothly except for one or two 
minor problems. 

Including the night class stu- 
dents, attendance is up 21 per- 
cent from last year. Night 
school shows an upswing of an 
impressive 40 per cent. Al- 
though the figures show enroll- 
ment up, the contact hours or 
number of units per student, 
is down six per cent for day 
students and up 25 per cent for 
evening students. Overall, the 
total is up eight per cent over 
last year. 

The number of 


day stu- 


dents jumped from 2,559 to 
2,777 while evening enrollment 
rose from 2,072 to 2,875. 
Unavoidably, there were a few 
minor problems. Dr. Jack Bes- 


sire, dean of student personnel,. 


expressed confidence that these 
would be smoothed out. One 
problem was the registering stu- 
dent’s confusion over computer 
cards. When the student came 
to station one, he was given a 
white card with large numbers 
on it. This card was relative- 
ly unimportant. The important 
card was the white card with 
red coloring on the end that 
the student received later. If 
the student left the building be- 
fore turning in this card, he 


was not registered officially 
in any of the classes he had 
signed for. Another minor pro- 
blem was the workers filling 
in the enrollment logs incor- 
rectly. 

The most frequent complaints 
overheard by this reporter were 
that the students desired class- 
es that had closed too quickly, 
giving the impression that not 
enough attention had been paid 
to pre-registration cards, and 
that night courses were closed 
to day students because of mail- 
in registration policy. 

Both complaints have validity, 
but day students must consider 
that night classes are there to 
serve the people of the com- 


munity that cannot attend day 
classes and they must be given 
preference. 

In the case of desired classes 
closing quickly, it is simply 
a case of trying to keep courses 
varied and balanced. 


Hypothetically, if there were 
three physical science courses 
and one was more popular than 
the other two, then students 
would of course flock to it. It 
would result in opening more 
sections of that course, but hav- 
ing to close the other two for 
lack of interest. By keeping 
courses restricted to a certain 
number of students, all courses 
stay available.

Cantata Sudamericana wins 
critic’s acclaim for originality

The new album ‘Cantata Sud- 
americana’’ is promoted to be 
a Statement concerning the fu- 
ture of South America. Some 
people, though, may find the 
message hard to grasp unless 
one is fluent in Spanish. But 
this should not deter the enjoy- 
ment that can be derived from 
listening purely for musical 
pleasure. 

‘‘Cantata Sudamericana’’ is the 
latest addition to the series 
began nine years ago with the 
release of ‘‘Misa Criolla.’’ All 
selections are composed by Ar- 
iel Ramirez and Feliz Luna who 
spend a great deal of their time 
travelling throughout South and 
Central America in order to re- 
search the music native to the 
land. 

Complimenting these writings 
is the voice of Mercedes Sosa 
who brings alive the history 
of her people in her vo- 
cal interpretation. 

The collection begins with 
“South America is My Voice,”’ 
very reminiscent of the tradi- 
tional Mexican fiesta done with 
the usual combination of Latin 
American instruments but for 
one exception: extra depth 
comes from the use of theharp- 


sicord. 
As it’s title implies, the ‘‘An- 


cient Keeper of the Arrows’’ 
is a traditional Indian chant. It 
consists of a monotone vocal 
with merely a drum accompan- 
iment. To the untrained ear, 
it would be difficult to distin- 
guish these fortisimo sounds 
from those of centuries ago. 
“Come Close to Me Cholito’’ 


incorporates the theater organ 
into this love song which seems 
best suited to quiet nights in 
front of the fire while sipping 
deep red wine, 

‘‘A South American in New 
York”? could very well be a se- 
quel to George Gershwin’s ‘‘A- 
merican in Paris.’’ It has all 
the earmarks of the great com- 
poser, especially in the excellent 
crescendo tones of the piano. 

The album concludes with 
‘‘Raise the Flag’’ which remains 
patriotic without being dated. 

The eight tracks of the album 
give everyone something to en- 
joy, even if you’ve never liked 
South American music before.

With third and a yard to go, 
Sparks elected to keep the ball 
again, But this time he was 
stopped with inches to go by left 
tackle Mike Heydeman and left 
guard Mark Russo. 

West Hills decided to go for 
broke with fourth and a half 
yard to go. Fullback Paul Wil- 
der tried to go over the right 
Side of the Lobo line, but was 


Stopped dead in his tracks by 
right guard Ray Gines.

Originally Gary Craft had 
kicked a 23 yard field goal for 
the first score of the game, 
but that was nullified by a pen- 
alty.
